It is no w 
well kno wn, he said, that jierso ns inbirested 
in large shipping ho uses have lieen secretly 
appo inted agents o f the railro ads, and put 
upo n salaries fo r the purjxise o f securing 
freight, The salary amo unts to a rebate, and 
is a fraud and o utrage U|*>n o ther shippers. 
Ano ther fo rm o f illegal discriminatio n is to 
bill grain o r pro duce fro m Chicago to Liver­ 
po o l o r Lo ndo n at an agreed thro ugh rate, 
and then to sto p it thro ugh the agency o f the 
railro ad at the po rt o f shipment o n the flimsy 
pretext that vessel o wners can no t he induced 
to perfo rm their part o f the service fo r that 
po rtio n o f the rate which is left after deduct­ 
ing charges fixed by the tariff o f the land 
lino s.

Ttro Firemen Lo se Tlieir Lives and Several 
Others Wo unded »»y » Falling W all—A 
Philadelphia Blo ck Sco rched t«» the Kx* 
tent o f a Quarter o f a Millio n — Fire« « in 
the Blizzard Regio n. 


M ilw aukee, Wis., March 1*7. — A* a result 
o \ a fire in the who lesale bo o t and sho e fac­ 
to ry o f Atkins, Ogden <fc Co ., at 174 and 170 
West W ater street Thursday mo rning, two 
fireman were killed, fo ur o thers injured, 
pro pertv valued at ffSiJO,000 destro y ed, and 
700 wo rkmen and clerks thro wn o ut o f em­ 
plo y ment. 
Atkins, Ogden & Co . o ccupied 
the no rth half o f tii« v fo ur-sto ry brick build­ 
ing extending fro m West Water street to the 
river, and lo cated immediately in the rear o f 
the blo ck o f retail sto res which fro nt o n 
Grand avenue near the bridge. The fire 
started in the basement o f the sho e facto ry 
abo ut 2 o ’clo ck in the mo rning, and befo re it 
was suppressed had entirely co nsumed every ­ 
thing that wo uld burn in the establishment o f 
Atkins, Ogden & Co . anil the adjo ining sto re 
and facto ry o f the Tho mas & \A entwo rth 
Manufacturing co mpany , manufacturers o f 
brass gcxxls and engine trimmings. 
In an incredibly sho rt space o f time the en­ 
tire structure was o n fire, and the department 
co uld do no thing but pro tect the a« ljo ining 
buildings. 
Suddenly an explo sio n to o k place 
which sho o k the entire building and caused 
the no rth wall to to pple o ver upo n a small 
frame additio n to the sto re o f Gimlwd Bro s, 
A numlwr o f firemen were upo n the building 
at the time directing a stream fro m the ro o f 
upo n the flames. 
When the wall fell they 
were unable to make their escai*?, and were 
crushed by the huge mass o f brick and sto ne. 
Almo st by a miracle the wall, as it fell, split 
apart, tb<* heavy mass striking o n each side 
o f the little gro up o f firemen. This was the 
o nly thing which saved them all fro m instant 
death. 
As it was o ne man was killed and 
five men were severely injured, o ne o f them 
l>eing hurt so badly that he die 1 a few liiin- 
uttes after being taken to the ho spital. 
The killed and injured men are: Richard 
Lnngto n, driver o f engine b, instantly killed, 
his bo dy In-iug eru*hed almo st bey o nd ro co g- 
nitio n: Herman Lecher, first pipeman o f en­ 
gine A fearfully <*rushed, being so 1 » .ally in­ 
jured that he di I an ho ur after the accideut;

A TUG CAPTAIN’S EXPERIENCE. 


fth Wife and Crew J ust 3Ilss a Waterj 
Grave by J umping , 
P h ila de lp h ia , March 16.—Capt. Handy 
Ho lt, o f tin? steam tug Geo rge G. Simpso n, 
arrived here fro m Delaware breakwater 
Wednesday . 
His bo at was sunk in the sto rm 
o n Sunday night, and it had been repo rted 
that the captain, his wife, and crew* had lo st 
their lives. Capt. Ho lt gavo the fo llo wing 
acco unt o f his experience in attempting to 
save his lx>at, and, later, in saving the lives 
o f tho se o n bo ard: When the sto rm first made 
its appearance several tugs to o k refuge alo ng­ 
side the steambo at pier o ff the breakwater. 
The gale grew so vio lent, ho wever, that the 
bo ats were driven with terrible fo rce against 
the heavy piles which suppo rted the pier. 
Finally these piles gave away and the entire 
pier 
was 
demo lished. * The 
tugs 
were 
dashed abo ut by the waves like 
so many 
co rks, 
and 
the 
ancho rs 
which were 
lo wered bad no effect whatever. 
All o f the 
tugs except the Simpso n succeeded in reach­ 
ing the beach where they capsized and the 
crews cscajKsl by leaping to the sho re. 
Hie 
Simpso n laramo unmanageable anil was be­ 
ing rapidly driven o ut to ward the o pen sea 
and the sto ne breakwater, where she cer­ 
tainly wo uld la; dashed to pieces. The tug

floor and ceiling, its precious jewels and 
the richness of the emb roidered hangings 
j that curtained the sanctuary. 
And min- 
1 gled with all this gold we read of b rass, 
a compound that seems to have loen 
scarcely less esteemed in those days, when 
the tin ininos of Spain and Cornwall were 
among th« * recent discoveries of the Phoe­ 
nicians, and the b rass made at Tyre from 
the tin of Tarshish or Spain and the cop­ 
per from Cyprus was still a fancy article, 
commanding a very high price. 
The cost of this golden temple was de­ 
frayed b y the moneys left b v the offer­ 
ings of the people, b ut heavy tax es were 
levied to create funds fur the palaces, 
towns and fortresses that arose in such 
ruinously rapid succession. No ex chequer 
could long endure such a drain, no nation 
support so vast and sumptuous a court, 
without m urm uring; and although 
we 
do not k n o w what was the relative value 
of gold and of the commodities of life, 
the stress laid upon the fact that all the 
vessels in the princes were of gold points 
to the conclusion that this provision was 
as sumptuous in those days as it would l*e 
in our own.

Very few people have any idea of b ow 
wide is the pie^ene« * of artificial limb s * 
legs more especi: Y* . 
Anns and hands, 
which trace their 
origin to art rather 
than nature, are stiffniunily conspicuous; 
with legs it is diliereut. 
An artiticial 
hand will }*ass muster will» tin* casual 
ob server, b ut its ex istence cannot b e con­ 
cealed from persons who are at all inti- 
mat« ' with its owner. On the other hand, 
a man or woman may go ab out with the 
lielp of a manufactured leg, and all that 
their acquaintances will think is that 
they are slightly lame, such 
w the per­ 
fection to which the making of th* se use­ 
ful helps to mankind has b een b rought. 
A man can walk with an artiticial leg 
almost as well as if he had never lost one 
of those with which nature provided him; 
lie can sit naturally, and rise without ap­ 
parent effort; ull that is necessary is to 
get the limb from a good maker, and to 
practice its use diligently. There is noth­ 
ing new ab out artillcial limb s. 
The an­ 
cients made use of them, and attempted 
something more amb itious than mere 
« tumps. 
It is only of recent years, how­ 
ever, that legs and arms have lieen turned 
out with really artistic skill. 
The con­ 
struction 
of 
the 
l*est 
limb s 
is 
ex ­ 
tremely 
simple; 
there 
is 
none 
of 
the complicated machinery which some 
years 
ago was introduced 
in to these 
articles with a view to rendering them 
less conspicuous, hut with the result that 
there was, almost invariab ly, a rattling 
noise that gave due notice of the approach 
of a game leg. 
And this continual noiso 
was not the only disadvantage attaching 
to these e!al*orate pieces of machinery. 
They were, as was only natural, con­ 
stantly out of order, and their b liavior 
could never b * relied upon, 
Though they 
might 1 m* trusted not to carry their luck­ 
less owners all over the world at whirl­ 
wind sjteed, in the fashion treated of in 
the old b allad, they were very apt to go 
wrong at critical moments, and cover 
with confusion the jtersoris whom they 
were suppled t<> assist. 
Such unpleasant situations never now­ 
adays occur with a well modeled and 
skillfully designed false leg. 
Springs are 
the only machinery used in its construc­ 
tion, ami they are of a simple descrip­ 
tion. 
1 A*gs are made of various materials, 
Im tjhe U*st of all is willow, and in this 
country it has b een found that the w illow 
trees which grow along the b anks of the 
Kennet give wood that is superior to all 
others for this purpose. 
Leather, papier- 
mache, German silver and corrugated 
iron have all I wen given a trial, b ut none 
of them do a* well as good willow w ood, 
Cork, which is associated with artificial 
legs in the minds of most people, is of no 
use whatever. 
A good limb is a costly 
tiling, b ut it w ears well, provided that it 
is properly cared for. 
Persons w ho can 
afford it have a couple ex actly alike, and 
oaee a year they make a change and 
send the o«h* they have b een wearing fur 
the last twelve months to the maker, 
who overhauls it and 
ex ecutes 
any 
trilling repairs that may b e necessary. 
By following this course, a pair of good 
logs may b e made to last a lifetime.—

W indmills are a very ancient inven­ 
tion, b ut are not of much practical value 
in a country where fuel is cheap, from 
the ex treme irregularity of the wind 
upon which they depend. 
It is

that a remedy for this defect has been 
found b y the Due De Feltre in the trans­ 
formation of the surplus energy of windy 
w eather b y causing it to drive a dynamo, 
thus converting it into electricity, with 
which he charges b atteries of storage 
cells. 
These in turn can b e utilized to 
drive the machinery in time of calm. 
Any such plan is, of course, attended b y 
a very large waste of power, b ut when 
the original quantity is so enormous as it 
is in a gale of wind,* waste is a m atter of 
very little moment. 
Before the world is 
many generations older more attention 
will have to b e given to the question of 
yoking the great forces of nature to our 
machinery and utilizing the enormous 
energy of the winds, 
waves and tides, 
not to mention w ater power and the di­ 
rect radiation from the sun. 
Our stor< 
of coal will doub tless last for many a 
long day to come, b ut we ought not 
to 
forget that we are a race of spendthrifts, 
living on our capital, and that we must 
not miss any opportunity of economizing 
I he limited resources of our estate.—
